• Sunday night’s match will be the third meeting between the Revolution and Union, 
and the second at Gillette Stadium ... the clubs met for the first time at Gillette 
Stadium on August 28, 2010 with Union tallying two late goals in the 2-1 win 

• Philadelphia won the season series last year, going 1-0-1 against New England in 
its inaugural season 

• Sunday’s match will be the first of two meetings between New England and Phila¬ 
delphia this season ... the teams will meet for the second and final time on Sunday, 
August 28, at PPL Park 

• Both of the two games played in the series have been decided with come-from- 
behind goals in the 70th- minute or later... the first meeting on July 31, 2010 at PPL 
Park saw a 71 st-minute goal by the Revs en route to the team picking up a road 
point... Union goals in the 82nd and 92nd minutes sealed a win on August 28, 2010 
at Gillette Stadium on the road 

• The Revolution became the first team to ever play to a draw at PPL Park ... 
Philadelphia was 2-1-0 at its new facility heading into the July 31, 2010 meeting 
with New England 

PLAYER NOTES VS. PHILADELPHIA 

• Shalrie Joseph is the leading active scorer against Philadelphia with one assist on 
August 28, 2010 at Gillette Stadium 

• Shalrie Joseph suffered three fouls in both of the 2010 matches... his six fouls suf¬ 
fered leads both teams in the all-time series 

• Sainey Nyassi has taken six shots in the series ... Nyassi tallied four shots in the 
last meeting at Gillette Stadium, on August 28, 2010 

• Matt Reis made three saves in the Revs’ 1-1 draw at Philadelphia on July 31, 2010, 
as the Revolution came back to tie ... Reis became 8-2-4 in his Revolution career 
against expansion teams, posting a 0.66 goals against average and six shutouts 

• Bobby Shuttleworth allowed two goals against Union in the second meeting of 2010 
on August 28, 2010, and took the loss 

LAST MEETING 

Philadelphia 2, New England 1 

August 28, 2010 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Philadelphia's first ever visit to Gillette Stadium yielded three full points as Union erased a 
one-goal deficit with two late goals of its own by second-half substitutes Jack Mclnerney 
and Justin Mapp. Ilija Stolica scored his second goal of the season in the 31 st-minute to 
give the Revs a halftime lead, but the hosts also entered the break a man down following 
the 40th-minute ejection of defender Cory Gibbs. The Revolution limited Union to just one 
shot on target in the first 80 minutes, but Mclnerney tied the score in the 82nd-minute 
before Mapp won it with an 18-yard drive in the second minute of stoppage time. Philadel¬ 
phia finished the game with just three shots on target.

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


MLS FUTBOLITO RETURNS 

Hundreds of soccer players from all over the region will be in action on Sunday, when Futbo- 
lito, the official 4-v-4 tournament of Major League Soccer, returns to the New England area 
... MLS Futbolito is being presented locally by MetroPCS ... for the first time ever, the men's 
premier championship match will be played on the game field during halftime of the Revolu¬ 
tion’s match against the Philadelphia Union. 

RESERVE MATCH ON MONDAY 

Monday morning at 10 a.m. on Lower Practice Field, Union and the Revolution will meet for a 
match in the Reserve Division. The Revs’ reserves are 2-2-1, winning the last two games and 
undefeated in the last three. 

JOSEPH JOINS LEAGUE OF 20,000 

At the 54th-minute of the July 4 match at Real Salt Lake, Shalrie Joseph he became just the 
second Revolution player to reach the 20,000-minutes played mark with the Revolution ... he 
enters Sunday's match with 20,034 career minutes played - all with the Revs - spanning nine 
seasons (2003-present)... Jay Heaps is the club's career minutes played leader with 21,619 
minutes in nine seasons (2001-09). 

LIVING OUT OF THE SUITCASE 

The Revs are in the midst of a stretch that sees them play five of six games on the road 
through the month of July ... the team will have just a single home league game - Sunday’s 
game against Philadelphia - in that six-week span (June 26-July 30)... the team's travels 
have already taken them to Seattle (June 26) and Salt Lake (July 4), with D.C. (July 20), 
Colorado (July 23) and Kansas City (July 30) all up on deck, before they play three of their 
next four games at Gillette Stadium to open August... so far the Revs are winless on the road, 
going 0-6-3 in their nine previous attempts. 

LAST TASTE OF HOME COOKING 

Sunday’s game is the team’s last home game until August 6, when the Revs host Chivas USA 
... the team will play its next three games on the road -- at D.C. (July 20), at Colorado (July 23) 
and at Kansas City (July 30) before returning home. 

THRICE IS NICE 

The Revs’ three goals at Real Salt Lake (July 4), marked the first time the team has scored 
three (or more) goals on the road since a 3-1 win at Kansas City on April 9, 2008 ... it was just 
the third time this season the team scored more than one goal in a game, and the first time 
since April 23 in a 3-2 win over Sporting Kansas City at home ... the three goals also marked 
the first time in 48 games that an opponent scored two or goals against Real Salt Lake, a 
streak that dated back to 2009. 

CLOSING IN ON RECORD WINLESS STREAK 

With the draw at Real Salt Lake (July 4), the Revs are now winless in their last eight games 
(0-5-3)... the eight-game winless stretch is the second-longest in club history, one game shy 
of the club-record nine-game winless streak in 1998 (0-9 between May 13 and July 1) 

BENNY’S BACK: SELFLESS STREAK SUSTAINED 

After missing four games with a right ankle sprain, Benny Feilhaber returned to action on June 
26, at Seattle ... since returning Feilhaber has recorded an assist in each of his last two games 
-- against Sounders FC and Real Salt Lake (July 4) -- should he set up another goal, he would 
join a group of only five players with a three-game assist streak in 2011. 

COCHRANE AND JOSEPH UNAVAILABLE AGAINST UNION 

With his two yellow cards in the last match at Real Salt Lake, Ryan Cochrane will miss the 
Sunday’s match against Philadelphia while serving his mandatory one-game red-card suspen¬ 
sion ... Shalrie Joseph picked up his fifth caution of the season in the same game, and will 
also be forced to sit on Sunday, serving a mandatory one-game yellow-card accumulation 
suspension. 

NEED TO REPLICATE EARLY HOME COOKING VS. EAST 

The Revs have played only four home games against Eastern opponents so far this season 
... in those four matches - March 26 vs. D.C. United, April 23 vs. Sporting Kansas City, June 
15 vs. Toronto and June 18 vs. Chicago Fire - the Revs have gone 2-0-2 ... in the first two 
home matches versus the Eastern Conference, New England picked up the victory and scored 
multiple goals, striking for two against United (from Zack Schilawski and Shalrie Joseph) and 
three against Sporting (from Marko Perovic, Joseph and Rajko Lekic)... no goals were scored 
in the 0-0 draw against Toronto on June 15, and Rajko Lekic tallied the lone goal for the 
Revolution in the 1-1 draw versus Chicago on June 18. 

SAINEY STRIKES 

Sainey Nyassi recorded his first goal of the 2011 season with his third-minute goal on Sunday, 
June 26, in Seattle ... it was his eighth career goal and first since October 2, 2010, when he 
scored against Real Salt Lake at home ... Nyassi has recorded at least two goals in each of 


his three previous full MLS seasons (he joined the team in September 2007), with a career-high 
three goals last season in 2010. 

JUST OVER HALFWAY HOME 

With 18 games played, the Revs have completed half of their 2011 schedule ... the Revs sit 
ninth in the Eastern Conference, and 17th of 18 teams in the league with 16 points off a 3-8-7 
record ... at the midway point in the 2010 season (15 games), the Revs sat on 14 points and 
a 4-9-2 record, and had 18 points (5-9-3) after 17 games ... the team’s current 16 points is the 
team’s lowest 18-game mark since posting 13 points (5-13-0, no ties in MLS scoring structure) 
in 1998 ... in addition to the team’s 2010 14-point mark at the midpoint and its 1998 midway 
mark of 10 points (4-12-0), three additional times have the Revs recorded lower point totals 
at the season’s midway mark: 13 points in 15 games in 2004 (3-8-4 record), 13 points in 14 
games (4-9-1 record) in 2002 and 14 points in 16 games (8-8-0, no draws) in 1996. 

NOT-SO-HOT SCORING MARKS 

The Revolution is ranked last -18 of 18 teams - in overall goals, with just 16 strikes in 18 
games ... the league’s leader - New York - has more than doubled up New England with 34 
goals in 20 games ... the team’s 0.89 goals per game mark is one of only three in MLS (with 
Vancouver’s 0.95 and Toronto’s 0.81 mark) below the goal-per-game mark... additionally, the 
team’s 12 assists is also the league’s lowest mark overall, 23 fewer than league leader New 
York (35 assists). 

BACKLINE SHIFTS 

So far this season, a total of seven players have started on the backline: Kevin Alston (RB), 
Darrius Barnes (RB, LB), Ryan Cochrane (CB), Franco Coria (CB), Didier Domi (LB), A.J. 
Soares (CB) and Chris Tierney (LB)... three different players have seen time at left back and 
three different players have started at center back, while three players have played right back 
as the team has run out a four-man backline in each of the team's 18 games. 

NOT-SO-MUCH LINEUP STABILITY 

After playing nine different starting lineups in the first nine games of the season, Steve Nicol 
deployed the same starting lineup in three straight games (May 14 vs. Vancouver, May 21 at 
San Jose, May 28 vs. LA)... he then shook up the lineup at Dallas (June 4) as a pair of players 
returned from injury - Ousmane Dabo and Didier Domi - and it since changed in every game 
since ... overall, Nicol has used 16 different lineups in 18 games, including new lineups in each 
of the last six games. 

STAYING ONSIDE 

The Revs have been whistled for offsides only 38 times through 18 games this season - about 
2.1 times per game - good for third in MLS and second in the Eastern Conference behind 
Toronto FC (33 OFF in 21 GP)... New York has been called for the most offsides, through 20 
games the Red Bulls have 79 offsides whistles - about 3.95 times per game. 

FREE-FOR-ALL 

Chris Tierney’s goal off a direct free kick at Real Salt Lake (July 4) puts the 25-year-old one 
direct free kick goal short of former Rev Marko Perovic’s 2010 mark (3)... on May 21,2011, at 
San Jose, Tierney notched the team’s first direct free kick goal in 2011 ... Tierney, as well as 
Benny Feilhaber (and occassionally Kenny Mansally), has become the team’s first-choice free 
kick and set-piece taker this year after providing back-up cover the last two years. 

SHOTS, NOT WORK, STOPPED ON HOLIDAY 

While most of the country was enjoying the Fourth of July holiday, Matt Reis was hard at work 
... Reis faced 12 shots against Real Salt Lake (July 4), the most faced by any netminder in the 
MLS this season ... his nine saves on Independence Day also ties him with Chicago’s Sean 
Johnson for single-game league-best... the nine saves Reis mdade in the 3-3 draw were two 
shy of his career high of 11 against Kansas City on July 11, 2009. 

SHALRIE SENDING SHOTS ON GOAL 

Midfielder Shalrie Joseph has taken 29 shots this season, 16 of which were on goal... his shots 
on goal percentage (55.2 percent) ranks third in the Eastern Conference and seventh in MLS, 
10 percent behind league leader Marcos Mondaini of Chivas USA (64.7 %)... the Revs’captain 
is tied with Rajko Leckic in shots, and leads the club in shots on goal and goals (5) in his 17 
appearences this season. 

RIGHT-AWAY RAJKO 

Rajko Lekic’s successful penalty attempt in the fourth minute at RSL (July 4) marked the first 
time since 2009 that a Revolution player other than Shalrie Joseph had stepped to the spot for 
the Revolution ... Lekic’s goal was also the Revs’ first-ever at Rio Tinto Stadium ... the team 
had been held scoreless in their first two visits in 2009 and 2010. 

JOSEPH IS NEW PK LEADER 

With his successful penalty kick against Vancouver on May 14, Shalrie Joseph claimed sole 
possession of first place in the Revs’ career penalty kick list with 10 ... he entered the game 
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with nine career penalty kicks, tied with former captain Steve Ralston who also had nine in his 
nine-year Revolution career (2002-10)... Joseph missed his opportunity to extend his lead 
on Friday, June 10, when his attempt at New York was saved by Greg Sutton ... Joseph is 
now 2-for-3 on the season and saw his 4-for-4 streak - dating back to 2008 - snapped with the 
miss. 

VERS-A-TIERNEY 

Chris Tierney continues to show his versatility for the Revolution ... Tierney has now played 
six different positions in all competitions this season: left back, right back, left midfield, center 
midfield, defensive center midfield and center back (USOC qualifier)... in 2010, Tierney led all 
MLS players with seven positions played during the season, adding right back and attacking 
center midfield to the list above ... Tierney has started the last eight league games for which 
he’s been available on the left wing, his preferred position. 

NEW TEAM CONSECUTIVE APPEARANCES LEADER 

Kevin Alston is now the team's active leader in consecutive appearances with 17 ... the third- 
year defender missed the team’s first match of the season at LA on March 20, but has started 
every game since ... the streak is Alston’s second-longest appearance streak in his career 
as he went 33 consecutive games including playoffs (31 straight regular-season matches) 
between May 9, 2009 and May 5, 2010 ... no other Revs player has a longer current consecu¬ 
tive appearances streak. 

NO “EVERYDAY MEN” IN THE RANKS 

The Revs do not have a single player who has appeared in all 18 games so far this season 
... three players - Kevin Alston, Shalrie Joseph and A.J. Soares - have each appeared in 17 
games this year... Alston missed the season opener because of a hamstring strain, while 
Joseph and Soares have missed games while serving red-card suspensions ... New England 
and Vancouver are the only two teams in MLS that do not have a single player who has ap¬ 
peared in every one of the teams' games. 

LET’S PLAY TWO ...A LOT 

Seven times this season the Revolution have or will play two games in one competition week, 
including non-MLS matches ... the full slate of two-game weeks follows, including both this 
week and next: 

• April 6 at Vancouver (T, 1-1) and April 9 vs. RSL (L, 2-0) 

April 26 at D.C. (W, 3-2, Open Cup Play-In) & April 30 at Chivas USA (L, 2-0) 

• May 25 at Kansas City (L, 5-0, Open Cup Play-In) & May 28 vs. LA (L, 1-0) 

• June 15 vs. Toronto (T, 0-0) & June 18 vs. Chicago (T, 1-1) 

• July 13 vs. Manchester United (L, 4-1) & July 17 vs. Philadelphia 

• July 20 at DC & July 23 at Colorado 

■ August 17 vs. Houston & August 20 vs. New York 

SEEING RED OFTEN 

The Revolution has picked up four red cards this season and has seen seven opponents 
ejected from games ... the 11 combined ejections in the Revs’ games leads the league ... 
overall, through 18 games, New England’s four red cards put them in a second-place tie in 
the league in the category with three other teams, and one behind league leaders Kansas 
City and Vancouver who have five ejections ... as a point of comparison, the Revs picked 
up four red cards total in each of the last two seasons (2010, 2009), and five in 2008 ... the 
team’s record for red cards in one season is six, set in 1998 ... the team’s opponents’ seven 
red cards through 18 games has already surpassed the Revs’ opponents’ season totals in 13 
previous seasons and has tied the team's opponents’ single-season, red-card against record 
from 2001. 

THEY’RE SAVE MEN 

The Revs' goalkeeping tandem of Matt Reis and Bobby Shuttleworth enter the week second in 
MLS in saves with 75 combined in the team's first 18 matches ... the Revolution goalkeeping 
unit’s 75 saves is four back of league leader Toronto (71 saves in 21 matches)... when break¬ 
ing down the saves per keeper, Reis’ 66 saves in just 15 matches would rank him second in 
MLS among teams. 

“HOMETOWN” HEROES POPULATE THE ROSTER 

The Revolution now has six New England natives on the roster, lending credence to the 
team’s moniker... in addition to veterans Pat Phelan (Enfield, Conn.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) who are now in their fourth seasons with the team, and goalkeeper Tim 
Murray (Haverhill, Mass.), who is in his second year with the club, the Revs added three more 
local players this off-season ... outside midfielder Ryan Kinne (Naugatuck, Conn.) and central 
midfielder Andrew Sousa (Fall River, Mass.) were both 2011 draft selections and signed during 
preseason training ... in high school, Kinne was the 2006 NSCAA Connecticut State Player 
of the Year, while Sousa played at nearby B.M.C. Durfee High School in Fall River ...joining 
them is Diego Fagundez (Home Grown, Leominster, Mass.) who was signed to the senior 
team in November. 


GO DIEGO, GO! 

The Revolution's Home Grown player - midfielder Diego Fagundez - returned to full-time 
training with the first team July 10, after wrapping up the youth season at the U.S. Soccer 
Development Academy Playoffs in Frisco, Texas ... he has trained sporadically with the first 
team, and has played in two U.S. Open Cup qualifiers and five reserve matches, while training 
primarily with the youth teams in the spring and early summer... the 16-year-old just finished 
his freshman year at Leominster High School (Leominster, Mass.)... he scored 21 goals and 
added 15 assists in 25 games during the 2010-11 youth season (19 goals, 10 assists in 18 
games with the U16s; two goals, five assists in six games with the U18s) and was named to 
the U.S. Soccer Development Academy U15/U16 National Starting XI for the second year in 
a row ... he made his debut with the reserves on March 26, making a 66-minute substitute ap¬ 
pearance against the D.C. reserves, and then played 90 minutes at Columbus (May 9)... on 
June 21, he recorded three assists - including the game-winning assist in the 86th minute - at 
Toronto in the reserve match. 

ROAD SOLDIERS 

After traveling the fifth most miles in MLS in 2010 (approx. 42,240 miles*), the Revs are ex¬ 
pected to travel the second most miles of any team in regular-season travel in 2011 - approx. 
52,342 miles*... with the addition of cross-country trips to Vancouver and Portland, the Revs 
will experience a 24 percent increase -10,102 miles - in travel miles from 2010 ... four of the 
Revolution’s first five road trips this season will take the club across the country to the Pacific 
time zone (LA, 2,572 miles*; Vancouver, 2,516 miles*; Chivas USA, 2,572 miles*; San Jose, 
2,675 miles*)... when adding in U.S. Open Cup qualification travel, the team's in-season 
figure moves to 55,679 miles.

BACK ON THE BENCH 

Head Coach Steve Nicol is in his MLS-record 10th consecutive season and his 11th overall as 
the head coach for the Revs ... with a 110-100-75 overall regular-season record, the Liverpool 
legend ranks fourth on the all-time MLS regular-season coaching wins list trailing only Sigi 
Schmid (148), Bob Bradley (124) and Bruce Arena (119) on the all-time wins list... only Sigi 
Schmid (337) has coached more MLS games than Nicol (285)... the 2002 MLS Coach of the 
Year coached in the MLS All-Star Game in both 2007 and 2008 and has led the Revs to the 
MLS Cup on four occasions (2002, 2005, 2006 and 2007). 

NICOL’S TENURE GROWS 

Steve Nicol has coached 285 games, and now stands in second place on the MLS games 
coached list... all of his games coached have come with the Revolution (1999, 2002-present), 
and Nicol is MLS’ longest-tenured coach with a single team in league history ... on April 17 at 
Houston, Nicol passed current U.S. National Team head coach (and former Chivas USA, New 
York and Chicago boss) Bob Bradley, who coached 272 MLS games during a nine-year span 
(1998-2006), for second place ... the league’s all-time games coached leader is Seattle head 
coach Sigi Schmid, who has coached 337 MLS games, spanning 12 different seasons. 

CLUB FRIENDLY SETS GILLETTE STADIUM ATTENDANCE RECORD 

July 13 marked the beginning of the 2011 Herbalife World Football Challenge, the first match 
bringing defending English Premier League Champion Manchester United FC to town for an 
international friendly against the Revs ... Kenny Mansally scored off of a direct kick by Benny 
Feilhaber in the 56th-minute to cut the lead in half, but the Red Devils scored just five minutes 
later - the third Manchester United goal in 10 minutes -- and later added an 80th-minute goal 
to take a 4-1 victory in the friendly ... the attendance for the match was 51,523 - setting the 
record for the highest-attended club friendly in Gillette Stadium history. 

A BIT ABOUT UNITED HEALTHCARE 

The Sporting Kansas City match on April 23 marked the debut of the team's new jersey 
partner— UnitedHealthcare ... UnitedHealthcare is an operating division of UnitedHealth 
Group, the largest single health carrier in the U.S.... the multi-year Revs-UnitedHealthcare 
partnership will focus on promoting health and wellness in the New England community, 
especially chronic-illness prevention, including childhood obesity and diabetes in young 
adults ... the new partnership, including the UnitedHealthcare-adorned Revolution jersey, was 
announced on Friday, April 22, at a free community clinic at Gillette Stadium that featured the 
entire Revolution roster (first team, Under-18s, Under-16s), Investor/Operator Jonathan Kraft 
and UnitedHealthcare CEO of National Accounts, Mike Matteo, as well as almost 1,000 local 
children.

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers ... in 
his eighth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portion of the 2010 
season while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle)... holds every New 
England career goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (203), games started in 
goal (202), minutes played in goal (18,194), goals against average (1.28), wins (78), saves 
(823), shutouts (53) and save percentage (.726).... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution 
history to start 150 matches for the club in the season opener against San Jose (March 21, 
2009), while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts 
with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member 
of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new 
club record shutout streak by going 386 consecutive minutes without allowing a goal from 
July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI” (top 
vote-getter) selection ... a four-time MLS All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS goalkeeper 
of the year (2005-08). 

2011 REGULAR SEASON: Has started 15 matches ... has posted a 1.20 goals against 
average with three shutouts ... made six saves in a 1-1 draw at LA (March 20)... made five
